Digital Shows Plans 


For West Andover 
Development

Digital Equipment Corp.s pians to 
move into the Polaroid plant in West An- 
dover’s Industrial Tech Park are shaping 
up. and the first Digital employees may 
begin occupying the building next winter. 
the Planning Board learned last week. 

Plans call for 800 employees of the May- 
nard-based computer company to be work- 
ing on the site by 1984. 

Representatives from Digital and John 
Crowe Associates of Belmont, landscape 
architects for the site, appeared before 
the board to update the planners on recent 
changes in the site plan. Company rep- 
resentatives last met with the board dur- 
ing August. 

The plans have been modified recently 
because Digital has now identified how the 
270.000-square-foot building will be used 
for a combination. of research uctivities 
and office space. according to Bruce Ty- 
son, vice president of John Crowe Asso- 
ciates 

Work is now proceeding’on the interior 
of the building. Tyson said, and employees 
are expected to start moving in next win- 
ter. “There will not be a flood of employ- 
ees pouring in as soon as the doors are 
opened. he explained. Rather, the num- 
ber of employees will gradually increase 
as various sections of the building are 
completed. 

Site work will begin on the 37-acre lot in 
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early May. Tyson indicated. He described 
site plans to the board, including parking 
and landscaping, in compliance with the 
town s zoning bylaws 
* The parking lot will include 675 spaces 
for employees and 50 visitors’ spaces, 
Tyson explained. He pointed out that the 
revised plans call for the parking lot to 
wrap around the building, focusing in on 
the entries. The lot will also ‘‘terrace 
down’ a hillside that slopes toward the 
Hewlett-Packard site. 

- All parking spaces will be located at the 
rear of the building, away from neighbor- 
ing residences, Tyson added. The lot will 
be landscaped with trees and plants to 
further screen the parking area from 
neighbors, he said 

The planning board was expected to 
relay their approval of the site plan to 
Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo this 
week, reported Rhys Kear, director of 
Community Development and Planning 
DeSalvo is responsible for issuing the nec- 
essary permits to Digital 

Basically, the planning board is acting 
as another set of eyes for the building 
inspector. Kear explained. “‘The town 
wants to have tight control over the Tech 
Center. 

The town has received excellent cooper-

The cost of doing business with the town 
clerk—from obtaining a birth certificate 
to a death certificate—may be going up, if 
the Massachusetts City and Town Clerk 
Associations have their way 

City and town clerks throughout the 
State have reviewed all fees charged by 
clerks, and have proposed a uniform fee 
schedule to standardize the fees, while in- 
creasing revenues the selectmen learned 
recently 

Andover Town Clerk Elden Salter ex 
plained that the clerks undertook the stan- 
dardization to avoid a state mandate that 
might have taken the increases out of their 
hands 

The proposed fees must be approved by 
town meetings; if Andover’s June town 
meeting approves the increases they will 
become effective July 1 

Under the proposed schedule, most fees 
will be at least doubled: The fee for enter- 
ing a delayed record of birth will rise from 
$2 to $5; for furnishing an abstract copy of 
a record of death, from $1 to $2; for issu- 
ing and recording a license to junk 
dealers, from $50 to $100, and for recor- 
ding power of attorney, from $1 to $5.

Planners Encourage Affordable 
Multi-Family Housing Units 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The Planning Board's multi-family 
housing amendment to the zoning bylaw is 
now ‘80 to 90 percent fixed, Board Chair 
man Frank McBride told the selectmen 
Monday night. but “the rest is negotia 
bie : 

McBride said the planners have been 

working hard’ to complete the bylaw in 
time for the annual town meeting begin 
ning June 1. A series of public hearings on 
the proposed amendment are scheduled to 
begin early next month 

The planners have identified three 

hard core, real must’ requirements on 
which to base the bylaw, McBride ex 
plained: Proposed developments must 
have access to the town’s existing water 
and sewer service, must be on parcels of 
at least 15-25 and no more than 50 acres 
and must be located one mile to a mile and 
a half from a business district 

Among the issues still up in the air is 
how to encourage developers to build ‘‘af 
fordable” multi-family units, the chair 
man added. “This is a point we are 
wrestling with that we feel quite strongly 
about. It is one of the fine details to be 
determined 

Planning board members agree that the 
bylaw should not encourage subsidized 
housing, because ‘‘this is not one area 
where we think it belongs, ° McBride indi 
cated 

While they offered few suggestions on 
the planners progress report, the select 
men did recommend that the bylaw be 
made as specific as possible, with little 
room left for subjective judgments by the 
planning board. 

‘Our feeling is that you should make the 
bylaw as tight as you can, Selectmen 
Chairman James Abramson told McBride 

I'd hate to see you put in somewhat 
subjective guidelines. I don't want to see 
the pianning board become a _ political 
board. The opportunity for personalities to 
be involved shouldn't be there 

Selectman Susan Poore added that the 
planners should ‘‘put as much down speci- 
fically as you can, although she acknowl 
edged that “some things that you cant 
actually write out do play a part in the 
decision 

McBride indicated that planning board 
members ‘‘are being a little broader in our 
thinking 

And Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
added that perhaps the bylaw should be 
somewhat less restricted than the select 
men suggested because the town is ‘‘try 
ing to encourage developers to make 
proposals to the town, as opposed to man 
dating what they can and can not do. It sa

With -the Selectmen's blessing 
Shawsheen Village may become the first 
commercial district in town to benefit 
from the state CARD (Commercial Area 
Revitalization District) program. The 
board last week unanimously approved the 
plan of Dr. Lawrence Spiegel, chairman of 
the Industrial Development Commission 
to submit Shawsheen for the financing 
program 

Before voting to approve Spiegel s rec 
ommendation, the selectmen assured 
Shawsheen residents at the meeting that 
designation as a CARD district would not 


- automatically lead to increased commer 


cial zoning in the village 


Because Spiegel could not be present 
Selectmen Chairman James Abramson 
explained that the CARD program would 
offer businesses located within a desig- 
nated section of Shawsheen centering 
around the Square — the type of financing 
that until now has been available only to 
industry 

CARD would allow Shawsheen business 
es to ‘‘float bonds and then sell the bonds 
at a considerably lower interest rate than 
the going interest rates, Abramson said 


It would not entail any increase in the 

commercial zone in the area,’ he added 

It applies only to the area that is current- 
ly commercially zoned 

But the Friends of Shawsheen, an active 
neighborhood association, fear that CARD 
financing could encourage commercial 
growth in the largely residential area 

Atty. Dominic Terranova of Andover, 
representing the group. pointed out that 
several businesses in the area have been 
granted zoning variances, and are in fact 
located in a residential zone 

“We would like to preserve the resi 
dential activity there (in Shawsheen) 
without infringing on others’ rights (to 
receive CARD financing), Terranova 
told the selectmen. ‘‘Variances might be 
something to watch carefully 

But Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
echoed Abramson’s assurances that the 
CARD program ‘‘doesn't change or affect 
zoning in any way it has no direct 
impact on zoning. It is simply another 
financial tool (for area businesses ).’

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Dummies Emerge From Pine Branches

The large, sunny home of the Keck tami- 
ly on Harold Parker Road has been all but 
taken over by a collection of striking 
wooden dummigs; most of them three or. 
four feet tall. All are boldly painted in 
black, white, red. Atrio of sinister young 
men sit on the edge of’a grand piano, legs 
dangling. A four-foot high jack-in-the-box 
springs up in a corner by a window. And 
nearby, a high-heeled lady ina wide-brim- 
med hat perches primly on a shelf 


These wooden dummies and their com- 
panions are the creations of sculptor Pat- 
ricia Keck, 25, who lives and works in her 
family home. Keck will exhibit 20 of her 
wooden figures March 13 through April 4 
at the Andover Gallery of Fine Art, 91 
North Main St.. during her first one-wom- 
an show 

And some of her pieces, male puppet 
figures, are on exhibit now through April 4 
at the Boston Visual Artists Union 
(BVAU). 77 North Washington St., Boston, 
in a show entitled ‘Male Figures: Current 
Views 

The daughter of Margaret and James 
Keck, the young sculptor is articulate and 
quick to laugh. She moved into her paren- 
ts’ home to work and house-sit more than 
a year ago, when the Kecks went on sab- 
batical. and has remained on 


“Tye taken over the garage, she ex- 
plains with a smile. “It's hard to tind 
studio space. And I couldn't afford a studio 
plus an apartment. I'm pretty lucky to 
have this situation 

In the garage, a group of male and 
female puppet figures hang on one wall 
Drawings and photographs of all sorts of 
faces, clipped from newspapers and mag- 
azines, are tacked up all over the room 


The pieces of a work in progress are 
scattered about the studio: A long. shapely 
leg is propped, upside down, in a corner; a 
rough. unfinished torso rests in a Saw- 
buck; a painted head with one shank of 
Black hair lies on a workbench. When 
finished and assembled — in time for the 
Andover show, Keek hopes — the pieces 
will become a seven-fowt lady 


Keck has long been fascinated with “‘the 
idea of doing things that are already inani- 
mate objects, like jack-in-the-boxes, ro- 
bots, dummies Wood is her chosen 
medium because “it works well for the 
kind of images I want to make. I ve al 
ways liked wood

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Library Expansion Planning 
Is Placed On Back Burner 


Plans to expand Memorial Hall Library 
have been put on the back burner for too 
long. the chairman of the library trustees 
told the selectmen Monday night. explain 
ing that the library is now ‘‘severels 
cramped 

The town’s current long-range building 

-plan calls for a $2 miilion addition to the 
library in 1985, chairman Robert Butle: 
told the board. But the library has been 
pressed for space since 1969, and the prob- 
lem is growing increasingly worse, he 
said 

Plans to expand the library or move it to 
a larger building date back to ‘three years 
after Noah,” Butler joked, or least back to 
1973. He requested that the selectmen 
consider ‘“‘moving up the timetable tor 
the addition, and support a $150,000 - $160. - 
000 appropriation for architect's plans — 
although not necessarily for this years 
town meeting. 

Calling Memoria! Hall Library ° ‘one of 
the outstanding libraries in the Common- 
wealth, Butler said it is ‘‘a very active 
and viable organization that serves all 
ages in the community, from children to 
the aged.” 

With ‘“‘constant and steady growth” in 
patronage during the last 10 years, the 
library now serves an average of 900 peo- 
ple a day, he pointed out. “Nearly the 
entire population goes through once a 
month, Butler added. “‘Last Saturday, 
there were 1,000 — and that's an impres- 
Sive figure.” 

“If we have to wait (until 1985), then we 
have no alternative, he told the board 
“But we are severely cramped — beyond 
cramped. This needs somewhat more at- 
tention that it has been given in the past.” 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark pointed 
out that two other major items are pen- 
ding in the town’s capital budget: a new 
Riverina Road pumping station, and possi‘ 
ble renovations to the east and west wings 
‘of East Junior High school. 

If the bumping station is postponed, due 
to lack of federal funding, or if EJH is not 
renovated, an ‘‘open door’ could be left 
for the library project, he indicated. 

However, ‘‘If Proposition 2'2 continues 
in its current form,” the manager added, 
“there will be no capital improvement 
program for the town of Andover.” 

Chairman James Abramson, while call- 
ing the pumping station project ‘‘essen- 
tial.” noted that voters may have to 
choose between expanding the library and 
renovating East Junior High. 

“Somewhere along the line. the town is 
going to have to make some decisions,’ 
the chairman said. **Personally, I feel that 
expansion of the library is a much more 
viable way to spend money than to reuse a 
white elephant.” 

The library planning funds should proba- 
bly be requested at the 1982 annual town 
meeting, Abramson suggested, after pos- 
sible amendments have been made to 
Proposition 2'2, and after town meeting 
knows what impact 2'2 will have on the 
capital budget 


ing the library during tough economic 
times for the state. “I cant see how we 
can even talk about expending funds tor 
additional things.” he said. ‘I don't think 
we can even think about it this year. | 
could not back any increase In any Wa\ 
we ve got to live in the times 

But Selectman Norma Gammon came 
out just as strongly in favor of the expan 
sion because even under 2'z, Andover s 
economy is relatively healthy, she said 

We've spent a lot of money to get indus- 
try here. and weve managed this town 
well. So we can do this library now, we can 
do this expansion, because we have taken 
care of this town,” Gammon argued 

Abramson repeated that no plans. can be 
made until ‘‘we see what the heck happens 
with 2'». If changes are made to 2'z, there 
would be more things we could do (under 
the capital budget). And this would be one 
of the things I'd support. 

rhe entire board agreed that they are 
interested in a separate budget request 
from the library trustees: The trustees 
would like to buy a $54,700 computer to 
automate library operations this year 

Buying the computer is “very clearly a 
strong necessity.’ Butler said 

Library Director Nancy Jacobson ex 
plained that the computer would enable 
the library to cut back employee hours 
from 330 to 160 per week, at a savings of 
$80,000. The computer would be main 
tained at a cost of $17.000 per year. she 
added 

By automating library operations, the 
town could be prepared for future staff 
reductions. she pointed out. But the com 
puter must be purchased now because it 
will take a full year for the current staff to 
program the computer and get it “‘on 
line. Jacobson added. 


Once the computer is functioning. most 
of the staff reductions could be made 
through attrition rather than employee 
layoffs, she indicated 


Librarian Evelyn Kwo. who has re- 
searched the various computer systems 
available. told the selectmen the comput- 
er would not only cut down employee 
hours. but would “‘do more’ than the em- 
ployees can. It would. for instance. catch 

‘delinquent borrowers. thus decreasing 
the number of lost books. print out statis- 
tics on book use. and help “weed out 
books that do not circulate 

The system would pay for itself in two 
years. she explained. Kwo added that the 
system is being offered to the town al a 
bargain price because the library is con- 
sidered a prestigious regional library. and 
the company could use © Andover's using 
it’ as a selling point with other customers 

The manager agreed that it is “vital to 
purchase the computer this year. noting 
that “‘in the long run. it will reallysave the 
town money. — 

The selectmen directed Clark to find out 
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re about the proposed system and re- 
port back to them

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Selectmen Reject Town-School Position 


Carving out what is perhaps one of the 
tightest budgets the town has ever pro 
duced. the selectmen last week decided 
emphatically that 1981 is not the year to 
add a shared personne! administrator to 
the town and school staffs 


Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark had 
included $5,000 in his budget to cover the 
town's share of funding for the $25.000 
administrative position; the remaining 
portion would be funded in the school 
budget. Clark explained that the adminis- 
trator would spend roughly one-third of 
the work week on town business 

Explaining why he felt it was necessary 
to add the new postion this year. even in 
the face of Proposition 2'z, the manager 
said a personnel administrator would 
coordinate town and school positions, par- 
ticipate in labor negotiations, train em- 
ployees in management skills, and be 
involved in personnel screening and re- 
cruitment 

But Selectman Jerry Silverman said he 
is ‘opposed to creating a new administra- 
tive position in these times. In the facaof 
(service) reductions, it looks poor. To hire 
another administrator, and yet reduce 60 
other positions, looks very poor

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Schools Limited To $64,000 Increase 


By Linda S. Corbett 


The figures the school committee has 
been waiting for since November were 
finally presented at public meeting Tues- 
day night, but the big job still lies ahead 

Proposition 2'z, it turns out, has allowed 
the schools an increase of only $64,000 for 
1981-82. They re now looking at a budget of 
$13,074,000, and must cut $1,175,314 from the 
amount they had earlier proposed to mere 
ly “maintain” the school system at its 
present level 

The-committee directed Supt. Kenneth 
R. Seifert to return March 16 with a sum- 
mary of areas to consider as they go about 
their cuts.-Tbose include (not in any par- 
ticular order): declining enrollments, 
closing of an elementary school, an in- 
crease in the feacher-pupil ratio, réorgani- 
zation of staff-at all levels. reorganization 
of administration, pupil transportation 
user fees, effect of a percentage decrease 
in athletics. further reduction of expenses, 
and finalty. broad cuts across the board 


\ll of tfiese areas have been discussed 
during the past few weeks, so there were 
no surprises 

But Committeeman Joseph Finn Tues- 
day night once again urged the community 
to respond 

It's very. very important that we have 
community input, he said. “This is a 
commumty problem. We dort want to do 
it alone.” 

The committee also re-emphasized that 
their first priority will be to maintain as - 
much of the present classroom program 
as possible 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann said 
that “it's the teachers that we hear about 
the most’ in terms of cuts. “because they 
make up the largest part of the salary 
budget. ‘

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Reagan has sworn to 
cut waste in the federal 
government, but some of his 
budget officials have the 
impression he means only 
waste in the social services. 
They scrutinize every detail 
of a $50,000 anti-poverty 
project and approve a $50 
million Pentagon proposal 
with few questions asked. 

It’s true the president has 
called for more defense 
spending. But White House 
sources say he wants to 
guard carefully against 
waste in the military budget. 

Here is a word of advice: 
Some of the most prodigal 
spendthrifts in the federal 
government can be found in 
the Pentagon. The fact that 
they wrap themselves in the 
flag doesn’t make their 
extravagance any less 
disgraceful. 

The brass hats have spent 
straggering amounts on 
armaments that should nev- 
er have been ordered. They 
have lavished the taxpayers’ 
money on pet weapons that 
have turned out to be 
impractical. They have 
rushed ahead with new 
weapons before they have 
been proven. 

They have a weakness for 
loading down military: 
equipment with sophisticat- 
ed gadgetry that not only is 
enormously expensive but 
reduces its combat efficien- 
cy. The weapons become so 
complex that they won't 
function under combat

conditions. 

The military’s misspend- 
~ amounts to untold 
millions. Here are two small 
examples: 

-- The Defense Depart- 
ment gave a_ contractor 
$132,000 to prepare a pro- 
jection of artillery require- 
ments for our NATO forces. 
Shortly after the study was 
completed, it was junked. It 
seems the Army’s field artil- 
lery school didn’t like it. 

-- Another private consult- 
ant was retained to analyze 
equal employment opportu- 
nity training in the ense 
Department. In less than a 
year, the contract price 
jumped from $90,000 to 
$137,000. Meanwhile, the 
information the contractor 
was paid to dig up was 
already on hand in the 
Pentagon. 

SOUTH AMERICAN 
SOJOURNS: Members of the 
idle rich usually spend their 
winters in the Sunshine Belt. 
It is their money and they 
can do what they wish with 
it. 

But there is another class 
of Americans who can 
escape the snow and ice at 
the taxpayers’ expense. We 
are referring to members of 
Congress. If they play their 
committee assignments 
right, they can pack up their 
wives and assistants and 
head fer the sunny climes of 
Latin America. 

During the months of Jan- 
uary and February, by our 
count, at least five congres- 
sional delegations -- over 
100 people in total -- took 


junkets to such summery 
spots as Argentina, Brazil, 
Costa Rica, Jamaica, Pana- 
ma and Peru. For some 
reason, the need to check out 
the conditions in these coun- 
tries always seems to arise 
when the weather is at its 
worst in Washington. 

Imagine, for a moment, 
that you are the American 
ambassador in Peru. In the 
five-week period between 
January 8 and February 12, 
you would have had to inter- 
rupt your work to greet and 
entertain these congression- 
al delegations: 

-- Rep. Clement Zablocki, 
D-Wis., chairman of the 
House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, and 15 addi- 
tional House members, 
wives and assistants. They 
traveled to Peru to “review 
political developments.” 

-- Rep. Jim Santini, D- 
Nev., chairman of a House 
subcommittee on mining, 
and a retinue of 18 col- 
leagues and aides. They 
were there to “look into the 
energy and mineral 
resources of Latin 
America.” 

-- Rep. Frank Annunzio, 
D-Ill., chairman of a House 
banking subcommittee and 
30 other people. They were 
interested in Peruvian bank- 
ing. 

-- Rep. Neal Smith, D- 
lowa, and a party of 18. 
They simply wanted to see 
what the State Department 
was up to. 

-- Sen. Thad Cochran, R- 
Miss., and a delegation of 20. 
They were in such a hurry to 


see the sights that they 
skipped some of the appoint- 
ments that they flew all the 
way to Peru to obtain. They 
seemed primarily interested 
in buying local products at 
bargain prices. 

In short, when members 
of Congress talk about going 
to the ends of the earth to 
serve their constituents, 
they are being all too literal.
